ha* been produced to the point in re- 
gard to the situation of the 'czar. In all 
the continental capitals and in London 
there have been streams of callers, of- 
ficials, dignitaries, aristocrats and hum- 
ble people at tho Russian etnbiiAgies. To 
these, howovor, little information was 
vouchsafed, and that little consisted ot 
gloomy forebodings. Prayers and masses 
are iuceasingly offered from St. Peters- 
burg to Vladivostoclc, from Bomo to 
Buf.iios Ayees. 


• The vrtld rumors heretofore reported 
from St. Petersburg are repeated iu still 
wilder forms. 


From Moscow comes a report that 


there are people there who insist that 
the czarewitch has refused to ascend 
the throne, and that the czar in order 
to compel him to do so has ordered his 
immediate marriage to Princess Alii. 
The MosoowiWs fear that should the 
rumors {irova true, they will have to 
face the gravest peril possible. While 
the people crowd the churches to pray 
for the czar, the fears that the rumor 
has bred give added fervor to tbeir 
petition*. Tha question of succession 
•till holds the principal place in the 
flood of statements, rumors and surmise. 
Tilt Cologne Guzette prints a St. 


Petersburg telegram stating that the 
czar has given orders for a settlement 
of the succession to the imperial coun- 
cil. He has advised that Uraiu'l Duka 
George, his second son, should, on ao- 
oouit cf the state of his health, re- 
nounce his claim in favor of his brother, 
Grand Duk'j Michael, -who ought to 
take the oath as heir presumptive to the 
throne.

AN OLD BUILDING COLLAPSED. 


Blx Mtm Burled Iu tine llnbrlK and Two ol 


Them Fatally lnjuru.1. 


ST. PAUL, Oct. S3.—Six imm wore 


buried uudor tho ruins of an old build- 
ing on Bridge squari), yesterday after- 
noon, and till badly lujured, two fatally. 
On the steep bluff, close by the Wabash 
street bridge imtl nearly 100 fuet above 
tho railroad tr;u;ks, the AluChmd build- 
ing has stood for many yours. It was 
finally condemned. Hoceutly tho Pabst 
Browing company sucured tliu location 
lor a warehouse and concert .garden, 
and for several day.s chy old building 
has been in course of destruction. 


Tho building was so old that the mor- 


tar had crumbled. 
Workmen hud re- 


moved the roof aud wero loosening the 
boards oil tho second floor whou. the 
floor gave way beneath them, carrying 
them to the I'urtliust corner of tho col 
livr, which was below the street level, 
bat high above the railroad tracks. Po- 
lice and fire departments were promptly 
on the spot, and tho work of tho rescue 
speedily, began. Five meu wero taken 
out and brought up through tlie cellar 
of au adjoining building aud Hout to 
the hospital. Tho sixth man was buried 
under a muss of brick, mortar aud 
boards six or eight feet deep, and could 
uot be reached until after nearly two 
hours of hard work, but he was still 
alive when found.

fruit of the um'ou. They came to Mum- 
phis four years ago, and living together 
nntil last summer, when his affairs be- 
come much embarrassed, and he S' -it 
his wife and children back to Franklin 
as a matter of economy. 


Then he fell in with Mies Josie Milaz- 


*i, who wa» employed in tho Central 
telephone exchange, and who possesses 
remarkable beauty of the Italian type. 
She is an eminently respectable young 
woman. She did not know Vandyke 
was married. Sii weeks ago she went 
to visit relatives at Brownsville, Tenii. 
Vandyke followed hor there and they 
agreed to be married. A Boman Cath- 
tiflo priest, w«s called in, but declined to 
perform the ceremony. Then a Bap- 
tist minister -,vas sent for And tied tho 
knot. 


Vandyke did not re nain with his new 


wife at Brownsville, but returned to 
Memphis. Lost Saturday his new wife 
came to Memphis without hii knowl- 
edge. A notice of the wedding had al- 
ready boon published in Brownsville' 
local papers. Miss Milazzi's relatives 
urged, her to have tmsavropublished in a 
Memphis paper.

STRYCHNINE AND DETECTIVES. 


A Drug Oltirk Gooa luoanu StiuljrinK TheM 


blveno SnlijecU. 


Ind., Oct. 23.— Some 


two weeks ago the family of J. Loraiue 
Wright; a druggist of this city, was 
poisoned by 
strychnine, which was 


placed iu the milk reserved for table 
use. A dog which drauk freely of the 
mixture died. Two members of the 
family wero badly prostrated, but all ro- 
covored. Mr. Wright set on foot nil 
investigation.; meaawhile he and ouu of 
his dorks received several anonymous 
letters, containing threats against their 
lives. 


A few days ago suspicion began 


pointing toward the head clerk, Ed 
Downey, who was noticed to be acting 
atrangoly. Downey told Ma friends that 
he had been employed by a St. Louts 
firm to ferret out a desperate crime 
Which had been committed in that city, 
but tlie principals had been traced to 
Grecusburg, and that he was on the 
point of making tho arrests. At the 
some time ho complained that unknown 
persons were seeking his life. 


Downey roomed in the Severn build- 


ing, and on the stairway leading to his 
room and elsewhere ho had written the 
•word "blood" with red ink in several 
conspicuous places, notably oil tho car- 
pet and the minor. Sunday evening 
he confided to the police that he had 
several men in his room whom he 
•wanted the police to arrest a& the prin- 
cipals in tho St. Louis affair; but, upon 
visiting his room, there waii no one 
there. This confirmed the belief that 
Downey was insane. 


The writing in his room was found to 


correspond with the handwriting of the 
anonymous letters received by Sir. 
Wright and his clerk, find there is a be- 
lief that he ii responsible for tho incon- 
venience to which the Wright family 
was subjected. Downey is said to have 
impaired his rniud by studying the de- 
tective business and iu seeking anti- 
dotes for strycliniiio poisoning. ' . Ho 
oani'3 here from Hochester some six 
mouths ago, bearing the highest creden- 
tials. He was sent to his home in 
charge of George S. Dickey. 


Killed by an An£ry Horn*.

Double Murder,

The weapon uied was a double barrelled 
shotgun. Baldwin was 60 years old. and 
his wife 35. Both had been married Ire- 
fore their union last August, the woman 
having four children, one of whom 
Baldwin did not like.

In this dilemma a successful lawyer 


comes to our aid with tho simple dia- 
tom: "Time and the lawyers will burst 
up tho millionaires. 
Take no trouble 


about them, Tiio millionaires aro Iwmud 
to die iu due course, oven millionaires. 
There is hound to 1x3 litigation over 
their wills. 
In tho process of this law- 


ing the vast property will molt away 
like snow wreaths. Tho lawyers will 
get it, and tho lawyers are capital hands 
at spending money and thus distribut- 
ing it among tho people. 
So tho Stew- 


art millions molted awny. 
So tho rest 


will niolt away. Tell tho dear people 
just to wait and leave it to tho lawyers." 


It is hard to see just what ground the 


HO called great powers o£ Europe would 
have for interfering iu tho war between 
China and Japan. Considering how tho

Every part of postage stamp male 


ing is done by hand. The designs art 
engraved on steel, 200 stamps on a 
single plate. These plates are inked 
by two men ancl then, are printed by 
a girl and, a man on a large hand 
presa. They ore dried as fast at 
printed and then gummed with a 
starch paste made from potatoes. 
This paste is dried bj' placing Qie 
sheets in a steam Conning machine, 
and thou tho stumps aro subjected te 
a pressure of 2,000 tons in ab'ydraulio 
press. Next the sheets aro cut so 
that each ono conlains 100 stamps, 
after which the paper between the 
stamps is perf orated, and after being 
pressed tho shoots are fllod away.

FOSSIL BOTANY IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


One Hundred .nd Fifty Bp«iiHmen. 


ound tTnd»r Coal 


Underneath the groat bed ot can- 


nel coal three miles below Darling- 
ton, making the floor of the coal 
mentioned, is one of tho most varied 
paleobotanieal deposits toown to sci- 
ence. 
No other einglo locality in 


this or any other country has ever 
Mmtributed such a collection and 
such n variety of the preglacial, or, 
it may be said, the carboniferous, bo- 
tanical flora as has come from this 
coal floor. 


Tho material in which these re- 


markable fossil imprints occur is a 
dark, sandy shale, and to say that 
the stratum is filled with plant re- 
mains is giving the fact only mild 
expression. The richness and rare- 
ness of this plant deposit will be un- 
derstood when it is stated that more 
than 150 varieties of spaciniens have 
been found, Borne entirely new to 
science and such as have never lieen 
found elsewhere, and all this on an 
urea of only from two to three feet 
in thickness, from which tho supera- 
bundance of this early flora may at 
once lie inferred. Tho first vegeta- 
ble form that is undeniably that of 
a mushroom was hero discovered, 
and so anomalous was this to the as- 
Bodated formations that it was mads 
the subject of a paper read before 
the American Philosopliical society. 


This remarkable locality is not con- 


tent only in vying with the world in 
the richness and rareness of botanic- 
al finds, but a crustacean of a rare 
type is also in the collection from 
tiiese shalea. This is a form allied 
to eurypterus, and in honor to I. F. 
Mansfield, the owner and. enthusiastic 
and indefatigable collector of these 
specimens, the new foiisil creature 
has been called Dolichojrterus maus- 
neldi. A matter of scientific Interest 
as related to this shale is the fact that 
the material that entered into this 
cannel coal formation was not pro- 
duced from the bed on which it rests, 
the myriads of plant specimens af- 
fording an abundance of negative tes- 
timony. Dr. Nowbcrry, a former 
Ohio state geologist, has suggested 
that the caunel coal owes its origin 
probably to tho drifting of a carbon- 
iferous mud into some quiet lagoon. 
Probably a quiet settling of sedi 
mentary matter would butter express 
the procc.'sa, for it must have had a 
most quiescent action that so evenly 
and gently pressed down the delicate 
plant life so as to presort o all the fine 
minutes in the imprint. This Dar- 
lingtou district will become a botan- 
ical Mecca for students of paleobo- 
tanical science. — Pitteburg Dispatch. 


A Hardy MajttiolUi. 


On account of early fli nvoring and 


sweet, odor tho Magnolia conspicun ia 
one of tho most popular of all mag- 
nolias. In England it ooesn't seem 
to thrive as well as in America, the 
summers of that region not seeming 
to bo sufficient to properly ripen ita 
wood. Even in comparatively mild 
climntos, they have to j.'lant against 
high walls or buildings in order to 
get tho additional summer heat for 
this purpose. Foreigners are there- 
fore surprised when they come to 
America and find trees .50 or GO foet 
high covered with thousands of its 
largo, white, cuplike blossoms. It ia 
0110 of the earliest to bloom, .coming 
out beforo the winter is scarcely over. 
In fact, not unfrequen;ly blossoms 
are destroyed by late frosts. 
Al- 


though a tree, it has tho advantage 
of flowering quite young — 2 or 3 year 
old plants frequently beiriug one 01 
two blossoms. Some yeople object 
to having a tree covered with bloom 
without any leaves and criticise it as 
unnatural, but fur all tiiis it is gen- 
erally popular in spite of tlmso criti- 
cisms. — Me«hau'« Monthly.

It is 
tho hal it of capable captains to as- 
semble their crows at general quar- 
ters many times during the peace 
manouTCra in order that they may 
grow accustomed to their duties and 
go about thp.in without confusion, 
whether the alarm comes in broad 
daylight or in the darkness of night 


Such, indeed, is tho ordinary rou- 


tine of a battleship, and on it h( r 
safety may at any moment depend 
if things bhould go wrong in steam 
tactics as in action. Whenever bugles 
sound the call and the bos'n's mate 
pipes ehrill echoes, the men, wher- 
ever ti uy may be, whether on watch 
or osloep in hammocks, assemble at 
their alloted pobta with marvelous 
celerity. There is a momentary 
trampling of feet between docks, a 
rattlo of arms and then silence so 
prof OULI id that any word of command 
can bo distinctly heard fore and ait 
along ihe deck even of buch a ship 
as the Repulse. 


At tho words, "Clear for action," 


there iu a commotion which a lands- 
man might mistake for a ponio as 
men rush from point to point. A 
bluejacket never walks when an or- 
der is given, but does everything nt 
tha doable. Every one knows bis 
station and goes to it by tho quickest 
and shortest way. With a rapidity 
that teems wonderful, companion 
ladderH, with their ponderous gang- 
ways, are unshipped and stowed 
away, railings around tho low decks 
fore and aft are lowered, the venti- 
lating oowls and chimney stacks dis- 
appear to bo replaced by covers Hush 
with the dock, hatches ore battened 
down, water tight doors closed and 
tacklo rigged for hoisting ammuni- 
tion fioni tho magazine. Between 
decks i rverywhero something of the 
same kind ia being done as quickly 
and ao quietly, and then the men 
stand to their guns. Whon tho bugles 
sound for firing to commence, thu 
great barbette turntables revolve 
slowly trained by unseen power, 
and the- quick firing guns in main 
deck b i,tteries are worked with sur- 
prising celerity by detachments of 
Royal klarino ortillerv 


At a prize shooting recently a de- 


tachmc nt fired 15 shots hi three min- 
utes fr mi one of tho Repulse guns, 
scoring nine- direct hits and planting 
all the other seven shots so close to 
tho tar ;et that they would havo rid- 
dled th,c> hull of a very small ship. 
The seventeenth round was in this 
gun when tho "ceaso fire" sounded, 
so that one gunner, who was load- 
ing, must have lifted 17,700 pounds 
in threo minutes. This incident gives 
a vivid idea of the work that would 
havo to he done hi action by crews 
of thcsn quick firing guns as well 
as of ti 10 fjinartuehs with which tho 
"Blue Marines'' sot about their tasks. 
Fire discipline wil1 be a potent factor 
in any future battle at sea, and there 
can 1x3 no bettor means of acquiring 
it than by such exercise as one has 
seen at general quarters during tho 
,muneu vert, —Cor. London News.
